Arkansas agriculture m a y 


make its biggest strides forward 
next year in the field of re- 
search. 


That was the focal point of the 


policy statement this year of the 
Arkansas Farm Bureau Federa- 


Jti Won —an organiation that rep- 
* resents 50,721 of the some 60,OUO 


families in the state who make 
$2,500 or more a year from farm 
operations. 


The federation asked for in- 


creased research in 23 fields, 
and so far as budget and time 
allow, will probably get it. 
•But a request that each re- 
search station of the University 
Of .Arkansas plan its projects to 


tf conform to the major problems 


Of, the area it serves could take 
several years. 


The university has a wide- 


spread range of research now. 
Its centers — at Keiser and 
Marianna for cotton, Batesville 
for livestock and forestry, Stutt- 
gart for rice, Rohwer for soy- 
beans and totton, Hope for 
fruits and truck crops and Mari- 
, anna for soil testing — c o v e r 
* most. Arkansas agricultural re- 


search needs. 


In addition there are substa- 


tions at Newport for 
beef, 


Clarksville for fruit, Nashville 
for peaches, Bald Knob for 
Strawberries, 
Van Buren for 


vegetables and Clarksdale f o r 
pastures. 


But livestock isn't grown only 


at Batesville and forests grow 
^ over most of the state. Cotton 
.. exists in a wide delta belt of 


Arkansas, and beef isn't confin- 
ed to Newport. Sometimes the 
Stations :have to spread their 
work a little thin.

PEARL HARBOR (AP) — A 


nation still mourning the death 
of .its president pauses Saturday 
to remember another day of in- 
famy — the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor on Dec. 7, 1941. 
* 
A gleaming white monument 


Stands above the sunken battle- 
ship Arizona, the tomb for 1,102 
men. Above the vessel an Amer- 
ican flag flies at half mast. 
.There 
hasn't . been 
much 


change since a year ago. A still- 
ness descends over the harbor 
every Dec. 7. Even the ships- 
plying back and forth — seem 
muffled and quiet, a contrast in- 
,a deed to the hell that broke loose 
'*' at. 7:55 a.m. on this day 22 


years ago. 
. On this Dec. 7, one thing is 
different from all anniversary 
days since the end of World War 
II. 
. It is the flag—at half mast for 
the first time this Pearl Harbor 
Day. The hundreds of people 
who cross the harbor to pay a 
brief tribute and drop a garland 


•j of flowers on the water will re- 


member in their prayers one 
more young, dead American. 


It is for him—a World War II 


Navy lieutenant who fought in 
the Pacific-that the flag flies 
low. 


The man is John Fitzgerald 


Kennedy, victim of an assas- 
sin's bullet two weeks ago. 


The Arizona — symbol of the 


1941 Japanes ebombing—is the 


** only one of nine battleships at- 


tacked still in commission. 


She is considered commis- 


sioned because the crew is still 
aboard. That is why the flag 
flies above the sunken vessel. 


The Navy does not hold offi- 


cial ceremonies to mark Pearl 
Harbor Day. But to the men 
and women on the naval base, 
and to those on ships in port, 
j Dec. 7 retains its deep signifi- 


cance. Many travel to the me- 
morial independently to pa.y 
tribute to the 2,300 sailors, sol- 
diers, Marines and civilians who 
died in a few nightmare hours

To date the Little 
Rock office has classed 849,766 
samples, up 29,000 over the sim- 
ilar period last year. 


Arkansas' yield this year is 


expected to be up by about 50.- 
000 bales.

House Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mrs. 


Jacqueline Kennedy leaves the 
White House today in sorrow 
and bereavement—two weeks, 
almost to the hour, after her 
husband was slain in Dallas. 


Mrs. Kennedy is taking her 


children from a goldfish bowl 
existence to the quiet life of a 
borrowed home on N Street in 
Georgetown. 
; ' 


She and her husband lived in 


the area before Sen. John F. 
Kennedy was elected president 
in 1960. 


When she moved into the ex- 


ecutive mansion on Jan. 20, 
1961, Mrs. Kennedy's predeces- 
sor, Mrs. Dwight D, Eisenhow- 
er, left a parting gift of flowers* 
in every room. 


This time, the White House 


bears the black drapes of 
mourning in many of the stately 
salons. They will stay there until 
Dec. 22, when the 30-dty period 
of national mourning ends. 


Caroline Kennedy, 6, will be 


coming back every day for a 
while to attend first grade class- 
es at the White .House school, 
which Mrs. Kennedy founded to 
give her children priyacy and 
life' t'oriipariy of otherchildren* 
their age. 
' 


John Jr., 3, will have to find 


his play pals elsewhere now. 
And there will be no more vis- 
its to the big ,pvalnoffice where 
his father managed to find time 
for him despite the awesome 
burdens of the presidency. 


Their new house, lent to them 


by Undersecretary of State and 
Mrs. W. Averell Harriman; is a 
temporary residence for the 
three. Mrs. Kennedy will look 
for a permanent home in Wash- 
ington.

Christine in 
Guilty Plea; 
Gets 9 Months

LONDON (AP) - 
Christine 


Keeler, the 21-year-old prostitute 
who almost brought down a 
British government, threw her- 
self upon the mercy of the court 
today and got it—a nine-month 
term in prison. 


With her housekeeper and a 


girl friend, she pleaded guilty 
to charges of perjury and con- 
spiracy to frame a discarded 
Negro lover. She could have 
gone to prison for seven years 
or more. 


The stony composure of the 


redheaded girl friend of ex-War 
Minister John D. Profumo and 
other men in high places broke 
momentarily as she heard Judge 
Sir Anthony Hawke pronounce 
sentence in Old Bailey. Tears 
well in her eyes and her lips 
quivered. 


Paula Hamilton-Marshall, 23, 


the girl friend who shares an 
apartment with Christine, was 
given a six-month sentence. 
Their housekeeper, Mrs. Olive 
Brooker, 56, was placed on Pro- 
bation. 


Both Paula 
and Christine 


looked sad but were composed 
as two policewomen led them to 
cells to await transfer lo prison. 


In a moving plea for leniency, 


Defense Lawyer Jeremy Hutch- 
inson described Christine as a 
simple country girl who became 
the sexual plaything of men in 
her early teens. He told the 
judge: 


"Miss Keeler has said quite 


simply to me from the start: 'I 
know I have done wrong and I 
know I must fact it.' I hope your 
lordship will give her credit for 
that.

Chicken War 
Definitely 
Not at End

NEW YORK (AP)-Washing- 


ton's tit-for-tat boosting of some 
duties on European goods could 
prove to be only another skirm- 
ish rather than the heralded end 
of the "chicken war." 


The whole field of tariff man- 


euvering is involved and the 
broader contest is about to 
start. 


Or it could be just the inno- 


cent bystander, the American 
consume.r, who gets hit. 


There is a chance that, if the 


higher duties finally are allowed 
to stick, it could mean more of 
a drain on the pocketbooks of 
s o m e 
American consumers 


through higher prices than a 
blow at the makers of French 
cognac, German trucks and 
Dutch potato starch 


That is because the French 


brandy producers especially are 
convinced that the American 
who fancies their product will 
Say the higher price resulting 


rom the increased tariff. And 
French exports will continue in 
about the same volume. 


Whether the German truck 


makers and Dutch producers of 
potato starch will find as devot- 
ed customers, or will lower pric- 
es, or seek other markets is yet 
to be determined. But some sort 
of continued skirmishing, per- 
haps retaliation, seems likely. 


The chicken war itself started 


a year ago when the European 
Common Market boosted its 
tariffs on frozen chicken so high 
as to cut off most of the fast- 
growing market for American 
poultrymen. 


The United States claimed a 


loss of $46 million a year. An 
arbitration board recently de- 
cided the loss was 26 million. 
Now Washington is raising tar- 
iffs on the selected European 
items that have an import value 
of relatively that sum. 


France, 
Germany and the 


Netherlands, where American 
poultry was particularly pop- 
ular, were selected as prime 
targets. Smaller losses are sup- 
posed to be felt by the other 
three members of the Common 
Market, Italy, Belgium 
and 


Luxembourg. 


The Common Market is now 


expected to renew its offer to 
cut poultry duties by 1.3 cents 
a pound, a sum Washington has 
rejected as trifling. 


But more important perhaps 


is the squaring iff of the oppo- 
nents before the start in a few 
months of a new round of tariff 
negotiations. The United States 
had hoped for a big tariff-cut- 
ting session of the 
53-nation 


General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade.

Nixon Stock 
Rising for 
Republicans 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ Re- 


publican leaders are not saying 
if they agree with Sen. Barry 
Goldwater's assessment that he 
holds the lead in the race for 
the 1964 GOP presidential nom- 
ination. 


But there are reports of a 


move to put former Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon in the 
New Hampshire primary, and 
Goldwater says, "The whole 
country is in a position of flux." 


Goldwater and Gov. Nelson A. 


Rockefeller of New York have 
been holding their fire since the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy Nov. 22. For the 
Arizona senator, who has not 
declared himself a candidate, 
and for Rockefeller, who has, 
this has meant a halt to politi- 
cal speechmaking. 


The curtain of silence that de- 


scended in the Goldwater camp 
appeared to be lifting a bit 
Thursday. 


In his first interview since 


Kennedy's death, the Arizona 
conservative said he thinks he 
remains in the lead, but "I feel 
that you can't say for sure." 


"I'm in a position now of ma- 


jor reassessment," Goldwater 
said. "My people are out all 
over the country asking ques- 
tions. I don't think my support 
has changed from what it was." 


Next March's New Hampshire 


presidential primary is the na- 
tion's first. The Granite State 
race traditionally has been a 
testing ground for presidential 
hopefuls. 


A report that Nixon's name 


may be entered was printed in 
the Washington Star. 


Through an aide, Nixon said 


that he is not commenting on 
anything right now. Nixon has 
said he will not be a candidate 
in 1964. 


A spokesman for Rockefeller 


said the governor "has suspend- 
ed operations in New Hamp- 
shire and decided that during 
this period there will be no po- 
litical comment or observa- 
tions." 


New Hampshire's Sen. Norris 


Cotton, who heads a committee 
to put Goldwater in the pri- 
mary, has said he is delaying 
campaign plans until Goldwater 
indicates whether he is willing 
to run. 


In his interview, Goldwater 


spoke highly of the abilities of 
President Johnson, a Democrat, 
and said it is too early to offer 
any comment on his perform- 
ance. 


"One of the reasons I suggest- 


ed a moratorium was to give 
Ihis man a chance," Goldwater 
suid. "I like him, I think he has 
a chance to be a good presi- 
dent, a great president." 


Sounds Like 
Sixth Term 
for Faubus

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus has begun to 
sound like a sixth term candi- 
date. 


He has been acting like one 


for some time. 


Faubus talked Thursday — for 


the first time since 1962—about 
what he "might" do "if" he runs 
again and is reelected. 


And the area lie chose for 


speculation — rural roads — 
would be a prime base for a 1964 
platform. 
! 


Faubus said that if he be- 


comes a sixth term governor he 
will "do something" about the 
need for an aggressive rural 
road construction program. 


Newsmen brought up rural 


roads at a news conference. 
Faubus could have discussed the 
problem without the reelection 
angle. This he volunteered and 
the action firmed up the gen- 
eral belief around the capital 
that he will run again. 


There is no "lame duck" at- 


mosphere in the Faubus ad- 
ministration. His key people — 
the ones any successor would re- 
place—aren't casting around for 
other jobs. 


Quite on the other hand, they 


boldly discuss programs that 
will require longer than the re- 
maining year of the governor's 
fifth term to complete. 


Nor is Faubus the weary ex- 


ecutive, yearning for retire- 
ment, that he was two years ago 
when he first said he would not 
run and then announced at the 
last minute that he had changed 
his mind. 


When he was contemplating a 


fifth term, Faubus was weary. 
He was fresh from a hard, los- 
ing push for a $60 million con- 
struction bond issue. He battled 
bitterly before beating the Ar- 
kansas Education Association in 
a disagreement on teacher re- 
tirement in the 1961 Legislature. 
Another losing fight for a school 
closing amendment was only "a 
year in the past. 


But the sailing has been most- 


ly smooth since Faubus reas- 
serted his sumpremacy in Ar- 
kansas politics by brushing aside 
the strongest opposition he ever 
faced in the 1962 Democratic 
primary. 


The 1963 Legislature followed 


his suggestions to the letter. 
Controversy has become some- 
thing to be recalled rather than 
coped with. 


But Faubus has not spent the 


last year counting his accom- 
plishments. He has been spread- 
ing the word about them in a 
speaking schedule worthy of a 
full-fledged candidate the week 
before election. 


The challenge posed by the 


rural road need might be what 
it takes to put him in election 
harness for the sixth time. 


There are few other fields to 


conquer.

life's little orgeats to men are 
those portable 
moving vans 


women carry today and call 
handbags. 


You know what I'm talking 


about, don't you? 


I mean those huge handbags 


that look like two fat alligators 
sewn together lengthways. 


I mean those huge handbags 


that take up half the sidewalk 
as a woman strolls along and 
which, if they hit a man's knee- 
cap, will snap it like a match- 
stick. 


I mean those huge handbags 


in which the modern woman 
packs more belongings than the 
average pioneer mother brought 
along in a covered wagon to 
settle the Old West. 


It's a funny thing about wom- 


en. When they dress up fancy 
to go out in the evening, they 
tote along in their paws sequin- 
covered bags tiny enough to 
have been made from the hide 
of a stunted mouse. 


Everything else they stuff into 


the pockets of their male escort 
—until he looks from behind like 
a pair of ambulant saddle bags. 


But by day they limp around 


town by themselves, 
getting 


more bent over by these vast 
handbags into which they seem 
to have thrust everything except 
what they need most—a sofa to 
lie down and rest on. 


"I need it to carry the things 
I simply have to have with me," 
a wife usually whinnies. But if 
you try to peek inside, she'll 
snap it shut—at the peril of snip- 
ping off your nose. 


Actually there isn't much 


mystery about the contents. 


They are a cross between a 


hope chest, - drugstore counter, 
and a despair kit. They are a 
kind of Pandora's junk box. 


They hold mints, 
chewing 


gum, unpaid bills, vitamin pills 
and aspirin tablets, matchbooks, 
a 712-page romantic novel, lip- 
stick, tweezers, bandages, com- 
pact, unanswered letters, photo- 
graphs of loved ones, pieces of 
wadded facial tissue. 


They hold car keys, house 


keys, safe deposit box keys. 


They also hold one thing at the 


very bottom of this jangle of 
debris. That's a small billfold or 
change purse containing their 
ready cash. 


And that's where the trouble 


comes in. It usually takes a 
woman up to 10 minutes of fran- 
tic fumbling to find this purse 
and pay a restaurant bill. 


She's holding up the march of 


progress. These big handbags 
must be costing the nation at 
least 10 million manhours of lost 
work a month. 


France and 
China Warm 
Up Relations 


PARIS (AP) - A gradual 


change in France's aloofness to- 
ward Red China is taking shape, 
It appears to be developing in 
plan diplomatic recognition of 
the trade area. 


"France definitely does not 


Red China in the foreseeable fu- 
ture," one source said. "Trade 
considerations may undergo a 
loosening of what has been a 
generally restricted attitude." 


Two Chinese missions, one 


trade, the other technical, are 
in France. One has eight spe- 
cialists in the field of measuring 
instruments and of automation. 
The other includes seven petro- 
leum specialists. 


What might be regarded as a 


tentative step in Red China's di- 
rection is a projected trade 
agreement 
with Albania. Al- 


bania, along with North Korea, 
is Red China's staunch ally in 
the dispute between the Soviet 
Union and Red China. 


A French official recalls that 


France voted along with her al- 
lies recently against seating 
Red China in the United 
Na- 


tions. 


It seems possible, however, 


that De Gaulle, with his tradi- 
tional long-range view, may be 
trying to give Red China a 
measure 
of elbow room in 


China's quarrel with the Soviet 
Union.

Thompson 
Jury Out 
2nd Day 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP)- 


A jury deliberating the testi- 
mony of 104 witnesses, plus 120 
exhibits, goes back into a locked 
room today to weigh the first- 
degree murder charge against 
T. Eugene Thompson. 


The six men and six women 


met five hours Thursday night, 
retiring to a hotel just before 10 
p.m. 


Thompson, 36, a St. Paul at- 


torney, is accused of master- 
minding the slaying of his wife 
last March 6. 


Carol Thompson, 34, mother of 


four children, was beaten and 
stabbed at the family's fashion- 
able home shortly after her hus- 
band had left for work and the 
children had gone to school. 


The prosecution contended the 


motives were Thompson's love 
for his former secretary, Jac- 
queline Olesen, and the $1,055,- 
000 in insurance he bought on 
his wife in 13 months preceding 
the slaying. 


Thompson could receive life 


imprisonment. This could be re- 
duced to 17 years with time off 
for good behavior and a parole. 
Minnesota does not have the 
death penalty. 


Dist. Judge Rolf Fosseen gave 


the jury the choice of only two 
verdicts—guilty or innocent of 
first-degree murder. 


3 Elections 
of Interest 
in England 


LONDON (AP)-Britain held 


three special elections today, to 
fill sealskin the House of Com- 
mons. 


Main attention was focused 


on London's Marylebone dis- 
trict, a Conservative stronghold. 
There the former Lord Hail- 
sham, who renounced his title to 
return to active politics as Quin- 
tin Hogg, was running as the 
Tory candidate against Labor's 
Peter Plouviez, a 33-year-old 
teacher. 


The other elections were in 


Manchester's 
Openshaw dis- 


trict, where Charles Morris was 
defending a safe Labor seat 
against Conservative and Com- 
munist opponents, and Wood- 
bridge, on the Suffolk coast. 
There farmer Keith Mason was 
fighting to hold a Conservative 
seat that could swing to Labor.

Perhaps one day in the year 
2063, a school boy will open a 
history book and read of the 
Black Friday 100 years before 
on which President John Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy was assassinat-

His study will bring him to 


Lee Harvey Oswald, a 24-year- 
old malcontent, who was ac- 
cused of the assassination, but 
was murdered b e f o r e being 
brought to trial. 


If he goes deeper into the 


story, he may come across the 
name of Mrs. Marguerite Clav- 
erie Oswald. 


Mrs. Oswald, a grey-haired, 


56-year-old practical nurse, is 
the mother of Lee Harvey'Os- 
wald. 


She, too, may become the 


subject of history because any 
inquiry into the nature of her 
son must tijrn to the person who 
played the greatest role in shap 
ing him. That person is Mrs. 
Oswald. 


"Any guilt I have for making 


him what he was, I will accept," 
she says. "But this is not for the 
assassination. I do not care what 
the FBI says, or what any spe- 
cial commission or court may 
say. He did not have a trial. He 
did not have his day in court. I 
heard him say on television, the 
same as millions of others 
heard him, 'I did not kill any- 
one. I did not kill anyone.' I 
know he never did it. I know 
my son." 


The death of her son is anoth- 


er burden in a life littered with 
millstones, according to her re- 
counting. 


Life began for her in New Or- 


leans July 19, 1907, born to Dora 
and John Claverie. At the age 
of 2%, she was left motherless.

Russia Calls 
for Peace 
With China 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


Communist party today renewed 
its plea to Red China to cease 
open polemics and try to settle 
Soviet - Chinese differences in 
private talks. 


The party organ Pravda com- 


plained in a special editorial 
that the bitter quarrel "has gone 
too far and in many instances 
overstepped the standards of re- 
lations between fraternal par- 
ties." 


"Of course the differences 


within the Communist move- 
ment are serious..." the news- 
paper said. "But one should not 
dramatize the situation either, 
or regard it as irreparable." 


Pravda said the Soviet party 


was continuing to work toward 
a settlement of the Moscow- 
Peking dispute "and is under- 
taking steps of vast importance 
for this." 


The editorial repeated Soviet 


proposals to meet privately to 
discuss the quarrel and prepare 
the ground for a world meeting 
of Communist parties. 


Pravda clearly indicated the 


warring Communist giants had 
made no progress in r e c e n t 
months toward resumption of 
the bilateral talks held here last 
summer. 


The party voice also hinted 


the Russians are prepared for 
a long period of waiting confi- 
dent that time will wear down 
the Chinese opposition.

Hall Air Force Hospital.) 


John Pic was born in January 


1932, and about 18 months later 
his mother married Robert Ed- 
ward Lee Oswald, a salesman 
for the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co. 


"Mr. Oswald was named aft- 


er Gen. Robert E. Lee," she ex- 
plains. "It was the same name 
we gave our first child, Robert 
Edward Lee Oswald Jr." He 
was born in April 1934. 


(Robert Edward Lee Oswald 


Jr. works for the Acme Brick 
Co. in Dentpn, Tex., where he 
lives with his family.) 


"I became with child in early 


1939," Mrs. Oswald says. "I was 
in my seventh month when Mr. 
Oswald died of coronary throm- 
bosis." 


The infant born Oct. 18, 1939, 


in New Orleans was named Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 


"I was left penniless, with 


three boys," she says. (Howev- 
er, there was $3,500 in insura- 
ance). 


With the insurance money and 


some cash from the sale of her 
home, she was able to hold out, 
staying home to care for her 
kids. But then times turned 
hard for her, and when the war 
started she went to work. John 
Pic and Robert Oswald were 
placed in a Lutheran home for 
children where she now says 
they received "a wonderful re- 
ligious education." 


Lee, the baby, stayed with her 


and was cared for by her sister 
and whoever else she could get 
to babysit. When Lee reached 
the age of 3, he too went into 
the home, remaining there until 
he was 5. 


'That was when I married Mr. 


Edward K. Eckdahl, who made 
$10,000 a year and had an ex- 
pense account," she said. "We 
lived in Fort Worth. Lee was 
with me. After a few months I 
planned to file suit for divorce 
but delayed it because I did not 
want to take Lee out of school. 
While I was waiting, Mr. Eck- 
dahl got a divorce from me." 


She shook her head in sad 


wonder. "I'd 
been 
married 


three times and altogether had 
husbands for only 8 years," she 
says. 


"Lee was such a fine, high 


class boy," she says. "He didn't 
waste time with comic books 
and trashy things. On Sundays, 
I'd take him to church and then 
we'd 
have lunch 
somewhere 


and go to the zoo, he knew the 
names of every animal there, 
and to the planetarium, he just 
knew everything about stars, 
and to the museums."

The university Extension Serv- 


ice is working with farmers in 
the Forrest City area on pilot 
crops in spinach, okra and simi- 
lar crops that can be raised on 
land not suitable for cotton, ricp 
or soybeans, 


In some areas, the service 


says, these crops may become 
mechanized, but now they are 
mostly hand-labor enterprises 
designed to utilize land that 
would be wasted otherwise. 


Research on one of the possi- 


ble new Arkansas money crops 
—sugar beets — was sparked 
by difficulties with Cuba. 


A preliminary study by the 


university's 
agricultural 
re- 


search 
division showed little 


promise in Arkansas for com- 
mercial production of 
sugar 


beets. But the idea was pushed 
by the university's extension 
service. 


Reports indicate there is a 


type of soil in Arkansas suitable 
for production of sugar beets, 
but it is clay and clings so much 
to the fully grown beet that it 
cannot be properly processed.

The 
news came on then and after 
some reporting of Washington 
and international events, the 
scene turned to Fort Worth, and 
a previous interview with her. 


She called to three Secret 


Service agents who were on 
duty at her home: "You all 
want to see on! television." 


She watched herself with qui- 


et absorption, the intensity of 
her interest paralleling that of 
a starlet seeing a screening that 
might lead to a big dollar con- 
tract. 


Whatever history may record 


of the life and times of Mrs. 
Marguerite Oswald, and what 
part she played in the shaping 
of the man accused of the crime 
of the century it became crys- 
tal clear shortly after high noon 
that Mrs. Oswald would know 
the short personal history of 
quick fame. 


The newspapermen had gone. 


And now the three Secret Serv- 
ice men pulled out, without 
warning. 


And she made the awful dis- 


covery that comes to all who 
get caught in the bright glare of 
p u b l i c attention. The light 
shines all too briefly and gives 
little warmth and then quickly, 
coldly, the crowds are gone, 
the questioners vanish and all 
that is left is a shade-drawn 
room, empty and echoing the 
sobs of dreadful loneliness. 


Her wail was capsuled in her 
cry: 


"I'm the mother of the ac- 


cused assassin and people don't 
care about me" 


Christine in

culminated in the affair with 
Profumq. This led to Profumo's 
resignation as war minister in 
the 
Conservative government 


and the trial on vice charges of 
Ward, who introduced her to the 
Cabinet member. 


Ward took a lethal dose of 


drugs and died without knowing 
he had been convicted. 


Hutchinson said in conclusion:

called the Keeler affair. 


"Ward is dead. Profumo is 


disgraced. And now I know that 
your lordship will resist the 
temptation to take what I might 
call society's pound of flesh."

The police-then arrest- 
ed Christine and the other three 
and accused them of framing 
Gordon.

Jose Cairala, who died while un- 
dergoing surgery. 


Cairala, 
from 
the western 


frontier 
state of Acre, 
was 


struck in the stomach by one 
bullet fired by Sen. Arnon de 
Melo. 


Witnesses 
said 
De 
Melo 


whipped out a pistol and took 
aim from the speaker's plat- 
form at Sen. Silvestre Pericles. 


Pericles, 67. a man known for 


his violent temper, had said he 
would shoot De Melo if he rose 
to speak. Both are from the 
northeast s t a t e of Alagoas, 
which 
has 
a reputation for 


stormy 
politics. Pericles, 
a 


member of the Senate 
since 


1957, had opposed the election 
of De Melo, a freshman. 


Sen. Joao Agripino told news- 


men he grabbed Pericles, who 
was about to return the fire, 
and disarmed him. 


"His revolver was fully load- 


ed and hadn't ' been 
fired," 


Agripino said. 


Both men were placed in mil- 


itary custody. The Senate ap- 
pointed an investigating com 
mittee. 


Senate sources said the feud 


was personal with no bearing on 
national politics. De Melo is a 
member of the 
conservative 


Christian 
Democratic 
party. 


Pericles belongs to President 
Joao Goulart's leftist L a b o r 
party.

BOSTON (AP) — The 
two 


brothers of the slain President 
and the head of Harvard Uni- 
versity today opened a fund-rais- 
ing drive to build a John F. Ken- 
nedy Memorial Library that will 
belong to "all the people." 


Announcement of the plan to 


raise $6 million entirely by pub- 
lic subscription was made at 
a news conference by Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., and 
Nathan M. Pusey, president of 
Harvard. 


Robert Kennedy said: 
"The ogranization of the John 


F. Kennedy Memorial Library 
represents the fulfillment of a 
cherished hope of my brother." 


Pusey said Harvard has do- 


nated more than two acres of 
land for the library building at 
a site within view of Wintlirop 
House, President Kennedy's dor- 
mitory in his Harvard under- 
graduate days. 


Title to the land and building 


eventually would be turned over 
to the U. S. government as pub- 
lic property under the jurisdic- 
tion, of 
• the Bureau of Archives, 


Pusey said. 


The Harvard president said 


that as recently as last Oct. 21— 
one month and one day before 
the assassination—lie and Pres- 
ident Kennedy had discussed 
construction of the library to 
house state and personal papers 
and memorabilia.

Children Are 
Beside Late 
President

WASHINGTON (AP) -The 


two infant children of President 
Kennedy who preceded him in 
death now lie beside their father 
in Arlington National Cemetery. 


The bodies of the infants were 


flown to Washington Wednesday 
aboard the family plane Caro- 
line and reinterred on either 
side of the late President's grave 
Wednesday night — presumably 
by decision of his widow, Mrs. 
Jacqueline Kennedy. 


The children are Patrick Bou 


vier Kennedy, who was born 
prematurely Aug. 7 and died 
within 40 hours, and a baby girl 
born dead in 1956. The boy had 
been buried at Brookline, Mass., 
and the girl at Newport, R.I. 


Mrs. Kennedy and the late 


President's brothers, Sen. Ed- 
ward M. (Ted) Kennedy, D- 
Mass., and Atty. General Robert 
F. Kennedy, attended the brief 
graveside rites. 


Sen. 
Kennedy 
accompanied 


the bodies on the flight to Wash- 
ington. Mrs, Kennedy and her 
children, Caroline, 6, and John 
Jr., 3, returned to the White 
House Sunday night after spend- 
ing Thanksgiving 
with other 


members of the Kennedy family 
at Hyannis Port, Mass. 


The burial service was held 


between 8:45 and 9 p.m., long 
after the ceremony had closed 
for the night and visitors to the 
President's grave had depart- 
ed. 


Bishop Philip Hannan, auxili- 


ary bishop of the Roman Cath- 
olic archdiocese of Washington, 
presided. He had delivered a 
tribute to the President at Ken- 
nedy's funeral service Nov. 25. 


Announcement of the reinter- 


ment was made by Pierre Sal- 
inger, who said he acted as a 
representative of the Kennedy 
Family rather than as W h i t e 
House press secretary. 


Salinger- said that some three 


acres of the cemetery—which is 
reserved for American service- 
men, their wives and their chil- 
dren—had been "turned over to 
the Kennedy family." 


No Opposition 
to Steam Plant 


LITTLE ROCK (API-Arkan- 


sas Power & Light Co. told the 
Arkansas Public Service Com- 
mission Monday that it would 
not oppose plans by the Arkan- 
sas State Electric 
Cooperative 


Corp. to build a $13.5 million 
steam generating plant near 
Augusta. 


A PSC hearing was set today 


on the co-op's application for 
permission to build the plant. 


AP&L filed its notification aft- 


er the commission approved a 
contract under which it will 
transmit power from the new 
generating plant to various elec 
trie co-operatives in the state. 


It is more economical 
for 


AP&L to transmit the power on 
its existing lines than for the 
co-ops to build their own trans- 
mission lines, the firm said'. 


The contract calls for AP&L 


to transmit the power for 40 
cents per kilowatt hour per 
month and construct a 7 - mile 
transmission line from the plant 
So a main feeder line between 
Forrest City and Newport.

Some Words 
Echoed in 
Assassination

WASHINGTON (AP) - "His 


wound is mortal; it is impossi- 
)le for him to recover." 


These were the words of the 


'irst doctor to reach Abraham 
^incoln's side after an assas- 
sin's bullet crashed 
into the 


back of his head almost a cen- 
ury ago. 
Ironically, they were almost 


echoed by Dr. Malcolm Perry 
of Parkland Hospital in Dallas 
where President Kennedy was 
rushed after he was shot by an 
assassin Nov. 22. 


"We never had any hope of 


;aving his life," Dr. Perry told 
newsmen within a few hours 
nfter Kennedy's death was an- 
nounced. 


Another medical parallel be- 


.ween the two tragedies is to be 
mind in a report written in 1954 
jy Col. Hugh R. Gilmore Jr., a 
former curator of the medical 
museum of the Armed Forces 
nstitute of Pathology. 
Summarizing various records 


of Lincoln's case, Col. Gilmore 
had this to say about the medi- 
cal care given Lincoln immedi- 
ately after the shooting, while 
,he mortally wounded President 
itill was in the box at Ford The- 
ater: 


"Three Army doctors in the 


audience rushed to the box...the 
wound was located and artifi- 
cial respiration applied, for the 
jatient was pulseless and his 
wreathing was hardly evident." 


Dr. Perry, 
who 
attended 


resident Kennedy, said that 


shortly after he reached the 
^resident's side in the emer- 
gency room, the chief execu- 
tive's heart action failed and 
'there was no palpable pulse 
Deat." 


"Nevertheless, he and a team 


of other doctors administered 
all the various emergency pro- 
cedures in the futile attempt to 
save the President's life. 


President Lincoln, according 
Gilmore's account, "respond- 


ed somewhat" to the first aid 
?iven him in the theater box, 
'and about fifteen minutes aft- 
er the shooting he was carried to 
a house across the street...he 
was given a little brandy which 
le swallowed, but later 
at- 


;empts to give brandy were un- 
successful..." 


Could the best modern brain 


surgery have saved Lincoln's 
life? 


A couple of years ago, Col. 


George J. Hayes, chief neuro- 
surgeon of Walter Reed Army 
Hospital, and a close student of 
the 
Lincoln medical history, 


said in a lecture that even with 
such surgery, Lincoln would 
have had no better than a 50-50 
chance of surviving. 


"With the type of injuries he 


had...I don't think we (modern 
brain surgeons) really would 
have done much better..." he 
added. 


There was another sad paral- 


lel between the lives and deaths 
of the two Presidents. 


The chair Lincoln was sitting 


in when he was shot was one 
w h i c h had been especially 
placed in the theater box for 
him. 


It was a rocking chair.

Thrift Can't 
Keep Budget 
From Rising

NEW YORK (AP) — Even 


thrift 
and 
frugality probably^, 


can't keep the federal budget 
from rising to a new high. 


It's like fitting a growing child 


into last year's clothes. 


The American economy 
is 


growing. The population shoots 
up. The additional number of 
citizens, old and young, require 
more of existing types of serv- 
ices. And the standard of serv- 
ices demanded increases each 
year. Also, the great moment 
turn of federal programs under 
way can't be turned back, only 
held in some check by thrift and 
frugality. 


President Johnson apparently 


is making a fight to trim re- 
quests of government depart- 
ments for funds. Even so, the 
spending side of the budget is 
expected to range from $98 bil- 
lion to $103 billion, with the odds 1(- 
favoring somewhere around $100 x 


billion, a record. 


Expectations for Treasury re- 


ceipts, the other side of the 
budget, are clouded just now by 
two factors: 


—What the Senate will do 


about the House-passed bill to 
cut federal income tax rates for 
individuals and corporations. 


—Whether the present busi- 


ness upswing will continue long' 
enough to assure increased cor- 
porate and personal incomes the 
Treasury can tax, at whatever 
rate finally decided. 


In one view greater prosperity, 


will increase federal tax collec- 
tions even at lower rates. Doubt- 
ers say a tax cut could only in- 
crease the federal deficit above 
the $9 billion, which presently is 
the goal of the budget makers., 


A deficit is as sure as any-^ 


thing can be, even if federal 
agencies heed the President's 
call for thrift and an end to 
waste. 


It will mean a larger federal 


debt. But those who are undis- 
mayed at this prospect contend 
that the dollar size of the debt 
doesn't matter if the rise in the 
debt is at about the same per- 
centage rate as the growth iiv 
the economy as measured by 
the dollar value of total produc- 
tion of goods and services. 


The argument is that with a 


larger population, a 
growing 


economy, 
added 
services, 


everything else must increase 
too, including the federal budget 
and the federal debt.
